The reason for the manifolé rhythmical | 
and intervalic complications of the score is 
not far to seek. Puccini has associated his 
music with a subject eo realistic that ite sult- 
ebllity to operatic treatment is exceedingly 
doubtful. Belasco hee written a drama of 
events. It enacts a story of edventure. 
With emotional states and moods it is only 
indirectly concerned. When they arise in the 
progress of the drama they are suficiemly 
‘obvious to require no such symbolism as it is 
the function of music to supply. 


Musip Handicap to Play. 

Music has other functions. It may describe 
outward and merely physica! events, if th 
events have been suggested before hand. Bit 
when the events to be described actually are 
enacted, musical treatment becomes pupec- 
fluous. And this is the final impreesion of 
Puccini's Girl of, the Golden West.” The 
music la not only unessential, but it retards 
the action and often modifies its effect dis- 
advantageously. , 

In his effort to unite.a lyric art with a rap- 
idiy moving action Puccini has had recourse 
to a new device, and one thet must be ac- 
counted an important addition to éramatic. 
music. It consists m a modification of the 
dramatic recitative, Invented over half a cen- 
tury ago by old Master Verdi, to adapt it to 
the short and detached dialogue of realistic 
drama. Here one discovers the source of the 
excessive difficulty of the music which 
obliges the singers to declaim in strict time, 
detached and unmelodic phrases, of purely 
arbitrary pitch and structure, necesserily 
deprived of that strophic form which is fund- 
amental in the art and also the chiefest aid to 
Its comprehension and its retention by the 
memory. 


Popularization Is Doubtful, 

I the singers found this music difficult te 
learn and to remember it may safely be as- 
sumed that the general public will absorb 
it more slowly. It ig not meant that the 
opera will, of necessity, be unsuccessful on 
that account. The action will carry it to 
many repetitions and when it is presented 
next season in English by Mr. Savage it wil) 
be assured of an even longer lease of fe. 

Those capable librettists, C. Zangarini and 
G. Civini, have retained the really essential

The Girl, Minnie, the sheriff, Hance, and 
the bandit, Johnson are clearly and char- 
acteristically presented. The throng of min- 
ers and cowboys are recognizable, though 
the harsh outlines are blured by Itallan senti- 
ment. The strong situations, ag when the 
sheriff discovers the hidden bandit by the 
blood that falls upon his hand from the loft 
above, when Minnie enters in time to prevent 
the exchange of hostilities between Bonora 
and Rance; the game of cards for the life of 
Johnson and that final moment of thrilling 
suspense when the bandit waite with the rope 
around his neck and the mob clamoring for 
his life, for hie sweetheart to rescue him, 
suffice to keep the interest of the audience at 
fever heat, even as in the original Belasco 
version. They overcome the retarding infiu- 
ence of the music to an extent that often 
makes it seem totally insignificant. 

Trim Play for Opera. 

There has been some pruning and trimming 
of Gramatic unessentials. Also there has 
been geome elaboration. Minnie’s entrance in 
the first act is lengthened to permit the or- 
chestra to develop its most important lyric 
moment. It is one of those big emotional 
utterances which Puccini can compass with 
such conviction, the only one, in fact, that 
is comparable to the. great moments of 
„ Toca or Mme. Bitterfly.” And the or- 
chestra has it all. a 

The opera may be most advantageously di- 
cussed by following. it. step by step. The 
brief orchestral introduction announces three 
themes which are accorded frequent repeti- 
tiom of no elaborate development in the en- 
suing action. The first is designed, so weare 
told, to smybolise not merely the vastness 
of the great west but the great spirit of its 
people as well. Mr: Puccini declares that he 
has employed here the idiom of Debussy, 
because this theme is couched in the whole- 
tone scale and consists of a series of harsh 
augmented chorde, set forth with au the 
giowing color of a rarely rich orchestral 
palette. The suggestion of Debussy is slight, 
however. Throughout the opera, one has o.

Johnson Enters to Ragtime. 

Thig episode disposed of, the composer re- 
turns to his “ ragtime 80 abruptly that. the 
transition impresees as crude. The next 
moment of musical significance in the first 
act is the entrance of Minnie, already re- 
ferred to. Then Mr. Johnson comes upon the 
scene with his ‘ragtime "’ visiting card, pro- 
gented in advance by the orchestra, and 
shortly thereafter the waltz, predestined to 
fame in the cafés and restaurants and to 
something else in more exacting musical 
circles, is sung by the chorus of miners to 
much clapping of hands. This walts would 
euffice to damn the opera had it been written 
by a man less famous. 

One shudders to contemplate the depths of 
oblivion into which it would have thrust the 
unfortumate American composer who might 
have written it. One must admit that as it 
first occurs it is acceptable. A company of 
rough miners would hardly be expected to 
sing some musice! classic as accompaniment 
for an impromptu dance, and one quite well 
mey believe the melody Puccini has here 


intrusted to the chorus might have been

Puccini has brought from it sinister thrum- 
mings and rumblings that indicate a strange 
and inverted suspense, or suspension, to has- 


ard a musical pun. So free from any reai 
suggestion is the music in this moment that 
one recommends its abandonment for the 
spoken word, which has frequentiy been 
done im other works. 

The intrusion of the walts theme in the 
second act ig not sufficiently emphasised to 
detract from its genera] effectivenesa, and its 
finel climax carries all that has gone before 
it to a splendid dramatic auccesa. The last 
act escapes the unfortunate love music al- 
together, and ise more suggestive of the suc 
cessful “ Butterfly and Tosca ” moments 
than anything which precedes it. It may 
even be summarized as an unnecessary mu- 
sical recapitulation of these important suc- 
cesses. 


Orchestral Work Is Advance. 

In one department only does Puccini's 
latest opera evidence an advance tn the com- 
pogeré art. His treatment of the orchestra 
ie so rich, #0 transparently colorful, and eo 
apt that one does not hesitate to receive the 
score as an important addition to the prog- 
ress of orchestral art. Mr. Campanini fairly 
reveied in it, reading it with an authority 
that illuminated its every shifting and richly 
suggestive scheme of color with an effect 
that, in the second and lest acta, was of 
rare drametic impresetvenese. Thus did his 
unerring instinct seize upon the chiefest vir- 
tue of the work and make the most of it. 
And so it happens that the hearer carries 
away from the performance one gratifying 
experience to compensate for many musical 
disappointments that may have developed, an 
impression of large and vigorous orchestral 
utterance. 

To this favorable tmpression one must add 
not only the admirable singing of the prin- 
cipala, Mies White, Mr. Basel, and, at mo- 
ments, of Mr. Renaud as well, but the pleas- 
ant recollections that record Mr. Dufrehne’s 
achievements in the ummportant role of 
Sonora, Mme: as the squaw, 
and Mr. Huberdeau’s Indian. The French 
artista, [> may be noted in passing, were 
more fortumate in their representation of 
American cheracteristics then were some 
of their Iteliam colleagues, @ fect for 
which racial sympathy end kinship te prob- 
ably responsible. But deapite certain un- 
fortunate moments in which Latin warmth 
and demonstrativenese tended to emotion! 
exaggerations, the performance as a whole 
wes much more true in ite pictures of Amert- 
can life and conditions than had been antici- 
pated. 

Chorus Act American. 

It remeins only to compliment Mr. Daddi 

and Mr. De Angelis on their success in the 


character parts of Nick and Ashby and to 


bring tribute of unstinted praise to the sing- 
ing of the chorus. The guceess with which 
the men of the chorus repreaved the manual 
activity that usually accompanies their voice 
exercises possibly was due to the example 
set them by the four real cowboys especially 
imported for the production, whose horse- 
manship wee happily displayed in the last 
act. :

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LIBRETTISTS MUST LIMP. 


“Eep, Eep, Urra“ Lacks Force to 


American Ears of the Real 
Hip, Hurray.

One inferred from expert remarks over 
heard between the acts that M Puccini aad 
the other Aliens had interfered with the 
Muston of The Girl of the Golden West“ 
that the music, while orchestral rare, was 
underdone, and that our 
rugged frontier spirit found no harmonious 


inspirationally 


expression in the soft vocables of the Italian 
translation. 


Though grand opera is our idea of no place 


to expect illusion, there were certain spots 
in the proceedings last evening when the 
words and the accompanying melodies did 


seem a bit out of place in a recital of these 


agitating episodes of the Californian mouyn- 
tains. Thus, while it is not necessarily per- 
turbing to hear the sardonic and sepulchral 
Mr. Rance burst forth into @ baritone aria, 
it is @ trifle disquieting to have him substi- 
tute @ poignant Ah, miserabile!”"’ for Mr. 
Belasco’s atmoepheric expletive, “ Be 
damned to youl” When Handsome, the 
cowboy, termed Bello in the opera, desires 
to invoke curses on the cards, his remark 
“Rotten business!“ is transmuted into 
“ Bruto affaire!“ by the linguists who did 
the transmuting. And so the unfortunate 
lMibrettiste have to Hmp through the story, 
replacing an untranslatable vernacular with 
foolish makeshifts, much to the distress of 
those who insist on illusion in their opera. 


Ignore Some Obstacles. 

Now and then, however, the translators 
wisely evade obstacles by ignoring them 
altogether. One of the popularly joyous 
moments in Mr. Belasco’s play was at the 
end of the first act, when the nalve Minnie 
in response to Mr. Johnson's (the road agent) 
compliment that she had the face of an 
angel, replied, as the curtains closed. O, 
hell!” In the opera Minnie omits this re- 
Hinder for obvious reasons. Another atmos- 
pheric moment in the play was at the end 
of the game of poker, where Minnie, gam- 
bling with Rance, drew four aces from her 
stocking and thus wins the life of her pet 
bandit. We seem to recall Mr. Keenan in the 
drama, stalking forth into the night, his fur 
cap pulled down over his eyes and saying, 
“ Skinned, by God!“ as he slammed the 
door. The operatic Mr. Rance exits more 
politely, though in English, with Good-by ” 
as his parting shot. 

But aside from lingual handicaps the oper- 
atic performance of The Girl of the Golden 
West is achieved with remarkable fidelity. 
The rearrangement of the play is infinitely 
more skillful and effective than the original, 
the production a better counterfeit, and the 
acting almost as good as that of Mr. Be- 
lasco’s company. The mipers and cowboys 
wear their accoutrements naturally, and 
even if they do say “ Eep, eep, urra!“ and 
„ Eello!l” they deport themselves as a rule 
in much less stage fashion than the Amer- 
ican playere who were seen here in the melo- 
drama. Mr. Renauéd’s impersonation of the 


sheriff is an accurate transcript of that ot 


Mr. Keenan, the creator of the role, showizg 
the sinister exterior and the burning pas- 
siong underneath most vividly. He is less 
austere and his dress less effective than the 
original, but for grand opera he is a marvel 
of realism, eave when intercepted by song. 


More than Enough. 

Miss White is pictorially more than enougty 
ae the Girt, and, besides, she projécts the 
crude, honest nature of the character if she 
does not altogether project it.

POINTS OUT MANY NEEDS. 


Advises Promotion Within the 
Service on Merit Instead 
of Examination. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 27.—Secretary 
Nagel's annual report, sent to the president 
today, contains many important recommen- 
@ations for changes and improvements in the 
various bureaus and branches of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 

Great popular interest attaches to the immi- 
gration and naturalization of aliens, and 
much of the secretary's report is devoted to 

that subject. 

One of the hardships of the present immi- 
Bration laws, Secretary Nagel believes, is the 
separation of families. In many instances a 
father is admitted and his wife and children 
are barred out after the pioneer has made a 
home. The secretary belleves a more equit- 
able system tould be found and says he as- 
@umes it is the purpose of the law to keep 
families together and not to separate them. 
He suggests that some system by which m- 
Auiry should be made about the families of 
immigrants before fathers and sons are ad- 
mitted should be put into practice. 

Greater Facilities Needed. 

Unless immigration can be diverted from 
Ellis island or reduced, there is néed for ad- 
ditions jo the facilities there. At no port is 

there any adequate provision for handling 
immigrants, declares the secretary, although 
at most places sites have been bought by the 
government for buildings to be used for these 
purposcs.. 

Stricter regulation of steamship companies 
in the immigrant traffic is urged in the re- 
port and a system of fines for companies 
which bring insane immigrants or thpse af- 

. fiicted with contagious diseases is proposed. 

The secretary declares that the immigration 
Officiais even find it unwise to allow alien em- 
ployés of steamships to land on American soil 
without applying pa usual examination to 
them. 

While the fiscal year 1910 brought a. total 
of 1,198,037 immigrants to the United States, 
the prediction is made that the coming year 
will approach the banner year 1907, when 
more than 1.288. 000 aliens came in. Ot those

passed the senate and, having been recom- 
mended by retary of the Treasury Mac- 

Veagh, ise ted to pase the house without 
material opposition. 

The bil provides that after a service of 
thirty years a fe saver may be retired on 
his own request. If physically disqualified 
for the work he may be retired after he 
reaches the age of 63 years, in each instance 
on three-quarter pay. It provides also a 
graduated scale of increase In pay, based on 
length of service. 

The value of the property saved by life 
saving crewe in 1900 totaled $13,810,700. That 
saved on the great lakes alone was valued at 
$7,264,515. Nearly 200 lives were saved.
